Itinerary of the Viola. 

The Viola steamed out from the foot of 
La Salle street at 2 o'clock with General 
Wilson, its guest of honor, the center of the 
‘party gathered in the prow of the beat. Go- 
ing down the river to the coming together of 
the North and South Branches the Viola 
was turned to the south and went on in that 
direction. Beyond this point Captain J. 8. 
Dunham, acting as host, had a luncheon 
spread for the guests.

Start on the Trip. 

The long fight of the marine interest to 
prevent Chicago River from being made 
impassable was related to General Wilson 
as the Viola steamed along the black fluid. 
One of the greatest fights of all was brought

its appeal to Major Marshall. 

The whole length of the river was full of 
reminiscences for Major Marshall and Cap- 
tain Dunham, who, side by side, have waged 
vaHant war against the river obstructions. 

The Fort Wayne railroad bridge at 
Eighteenth street came in for a few remarks. 
Here the railroad company first constructed 
& single track bridge and left draws wide 
enough for the commerce of that day. Their 
business increased to such an extent that 
the bridge soon was insufficient to accommo- 
date the traffic over it, and it was made into 
a double-track bridge. This necessitated 
wider center pliers and a proportionately 
wider approach on each side. Of course the 
railroad company went about the work with- 
out consulting any vesselman, and only had 
to get permission from the city to do so. 
But the vessels grew larger and wider, and 
soon the Fort Wayne bridge became a de- 
cided obstruction. The government had at 
that time taken control of the river, and 
Major Marshall was appealed to in regard 
to this obstruction. 


Bridges as Obstructions. 

The fine question came up here as to 
whether a bridge could be called an obstruc- 
tion which had allowed boats to pags 
Ahrough its draws for several years . and 
only became an obstruction when the size 
of vessels increased. The railroad company 
held that it had not erected an obstruction 
when it built the bridge and that it was not 
its fault that, boats were growing larger all 
the time. 

Major Marshall held differently. He stuck 
to it that vesselmen had aright to construct 
just as big craft as they could, and that such 
a bridge, which was of obviously less ca- 
pacity than the river itself, was an obstruc- 
tion and should be changed. The change 


| was made soon afterwards and Cupta!n 


Dunham cut another notch ir the stock of 
the gun which he uses soossctbant river ob- 
structions. 


Tale of the Jackknife.. 

Just beyond the Fort Wayne bridge the 
jackknife bridge at Canal street hove in 
sight. This, it Was explained, was the first 
battleground of the marine interest against 
city offictais. 

The attention of General Wilson was 
drawn to this bridge and the history of the 
long struggle with the Cregier administra- 
tion was told. The record of jams and 
other jams, of vessels piled up for blocks each 
side of the structure, of profane steamboat 
and tug Captains, and of overworked har- 
bormasters was not told in detail, but the 
marine men of the party recalled it very 
vividly. 


all,”’ said Captain Dunham. “ If we had not 
been so badly handicapped with this bridge 


“we might not have been aroused sufficiently 


to make such a strong fight as we did. And 
if we had not put up such a fight the govern- 
ment would not have been called upon to 
take charge of the Chicago River. In that 
event some of these persons who wish to 
see the bridges over the river closed forever 
might have had their way and closed the 
stream.”’ 


History of the “ Lift.” 

When the outlandish structure which 
crosses the river at South Halsted street was 
reached General Wilson was compelled to 
admit that, although in his long experience 
as an engineer he had seen some strange 
bridges, that one capped the climax, and 
was indeed a freak. He was told that here 
was a battleground in the fight fora clear 
channel in the Chicago River which was sec- 


‘nd only to the battle of Canal street. 


. ten the old bridge here was condemned, 
and the residents of Halsted street de- 
manded an improved double track struct- 
ure, the City Engineer made plans for a 
bridge similar to Rush street. which, of 
course, entailed a wide center plier. 

It was discovered that the river here 
would not admit of two good draws with a 
center pier, and Captain Dunham imme- 
diately bégan to throw out his forces and 
plan the attack. He led the assault on the 
City Hall forces with an appeal to Major 
Marshall, and that gentleman's battery soon 
silenced the opposition forces. 

The Secretary of War had to be consulted 
in the plans, and, acting upon Major Mar- 
shall’s recommendation, he refused to grant 
a permit for anything that did not allow a 
channel of 100 feet in the clear. 

The popular type of bascule bridge was not 
then perfected, and so the Public Works de- 
partment finally hit upon the elevator 
bridge. The bridge occasionally goes up and 
refuses to come down again until coaxed, 
and once some of the counterbalance 
weights dropped off and went through the 
approach into the creek. Boats have been 
dismiasted by the affair sticking when half- 
way up, and all lofty schooners were cut 
down to get under the span even when 
fully raised; but, as the vesselmen say, it is 
a lot better than a center pier bridge, and 
they do not grumble. 


List of Troubles Finds. 

With the exception of the Metropolitan 
“tT "’ and the Van Buren street bridges, that 
closed the list of troubles related to General 
Wilson. These bridges were not of much 
trouble, however. Acting on the experiences : 
of the city officials, the Metropolitan road | 
officials did not wait to be called down, but 
came down of their own accord, and pre- 
sented plans for the pair of fine bascule 
bridges which now stand there. There was 
a little mistake in the plans which threat- 


~ ened to cause trouble. The draws were to 


have given 100 feet in the clear, but the en- 
gineers did not figure on the spring piling 
which protects the stone work of the abut- 
ments, and made the draws too narrow. 
The matter was finally arranged peaceably, 
the marine men and Major Marshall being 
of the opinion that the draw would answer 
all necessary purposes. 

With the little session over the Belmont 
avenue bridge, over the North Branch, the 
end of the river men’s fight for a wide 
stream was reached. Although far up the

In one case the robbers broke tnto the 
house of Street Commissioner Charles Han- 
son, 1914 Colfax avenue, Evanston, and after 
beating into insensibility Hanson's 14-year- 
old son, Fred, who had fought them bravely 
with a poker, invaded the room of Mrs. 
Emma Hanson, the wife, who lay critically 
ill. From her room they secured $20 — 
watch, and arevolver. Then they gp ales 
leaving her in a collapsed condition. 

In the other case, and at precisely the 
same hour, 10:30 p. m., robbers held up the 
transfer car of the Cicero and Proviso Elec- 
tric road at West Forty-eighth avenue and 
Sixteenth street. These men—three in num- 
ber—secured $23, two watches, and a re- 
volver from the trainmen. No passengers 
were on the car at the time. 

Car Robbery a Repetition. 
. The electric car robbery was the second 
that has occurred on that precise spot with- 
in two weeks. The car was bound toward 
Proviso. As it reached the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad crossing Conductor A. B. Rider

As they reached the rear platform both of 
them drew revolvers, ami commanded 
Rider to throw up his hands. 

The conductor did not hesitate in comply- 
ing, and the robbers then went through his 
pockets, securing everything of value he 
possessed. 

' Meantime the third robber was interview- 
ing Hatisor® on the front platform. The 
motorman was not anxious to give up his 
belongings, but a revolver was placed near

Hanson threw out his arm, pushing the re- 
volver upward, and then tried to grapple 


by the wrists; and wrenched‘his arms until 
he sank to the floor. Then he grasped his 
revolver by the barrel, and dealt Hanson a 
blow on the head with its butt end.

Gets the Motorman’s Watch. 
 Atter taking Hanson's watch he stepped 
down the side railing and signaled his com~ 
panions. All three men jumped from the 
car, which by this time had crossed the 
railroad tracks and was almost 200 feet 
from the spot where the robbers boarde® It. 

As they alighted in the street they ran 
into a clump of shrubbery and were lost 
sight of.

COTTON, HENRY F., colored, custodian of Cal- 
umet club stables, Michigan avenue and Twen- 
ty-second street; killed in a runaway in Michi- 
gan avenue caused by his horse being struck by 
a scorcher and frightened beyond control. 

The Injured. 


Jackson, John, colored, 4844 Dearborn street; col- 
lided with cab at Michigan avenue apd Thirty- 
‘fifth street, while riding his wheel without a 
light; taken to the Provident Hospita!. 

Henry F. Cotton, colored, custodian of 
the Calumet club stables, at Michigan ave- 
nue and Twenty-second street, was driving 
north in Michigan avenue in a light two- 
wheeled cart about 6 o'clock. As he crossed 
Thirteenth street at a slow jog a scorching 
cyclist, with his head bent low over the han- 
dlebars, appreached rapidly from the north 
and grazed the horse’s side. 

The horse, which was a spirited animal, 
took fright and ran up Michigan avenue at 
a furious pace. The vehicle swerved from 
side to side, and there was a general scram- 
ble among the cyclists who thronged the 
boulevard to get out of the path of the 
frantic steed. Suddenly the horse swerved 
toward the curb ane the cart was over- 
turned. 

Cotton was thrown out head first, striking 
-his head upon the edge of the curbstone. 
Death was instantaneous. The body was 
removed to Rolston’s undertaking estab- 
lishment in the ambulance of the Harrison 
Street Police Station. 


Reckless Scorcher Escapes. 

Many witnesses of the affair did not hes- 
itate to place the entire blame for the acci- 
dent on the cyclist. The latter disappeared 
so quickly that no accurate description of 
him could be procured by the police. 

The only clew to the identity of the cyclist 
who was responsible for the death of Cotton 
is that he was attired in a gray bicycle suit 
and colored golf stockings. He was a swift 
rider and easily eluded several cyclists who 
immediately gave chase when ft was ascer- 
tained the unfortunate colored man had been 
killed. He vanished from their sight among 
a crowd of wheelmen and carriages farther 
up the boulevard.

Club Stables is at present unoccupied. Cot- 
ton roomed on an upper floor, having been 
placed in charge of the premises some time 
ago by Thomas Whitfield, the druggist, 240 


Wabash avenue, in whose hands the prop- 


erty is at present. 

Cotton Considered a Carefual Driver. 

Cotton was a trusted employé of Mr. Whit- 
fleld and was known as a careful and steady 
driver. The outfit which he was driving 
down town at the time of the accident he 
had been in the habit of borrowing from a 

For a few minutes after the accident the 
street was congested with a mass of cyclists 
and pedestrians, cyclists predominating, 
who were attracted to the spot from all 
sides by news of the accident. Much loud

Photographs Are Taken. 

Yesterday, however, for a brief while this 
jealous vigil was relaxed, and for-the first 
time the photographic lens was permitted to 
devour the artistic outline. Mr. St. Gaudens’ 
purpose largely was to give the newspapors 
an opportunity of securing an absolutely ac- 
eyrate likeness, and they were all gotified 
to have their representatives present at 
8:30, when the unveiling would take place.

LOGAN AS THE HERO OF ATLANTA, 


Recalls the General as Leader 
and Fighter. 


Chicago sent an Irish legion to the war tn 
1862. They marched with Sherman to the 
sea and fought with General John A. Logan 
at Atlanta. They constituted the famous 
Ninetieth Regiment, Hlinojs Volunteer In- 


Colonel Timothy O’Meara. Owen Stuart, a 
newspaper man, wasthe Major. At the bat- 
tle of Mission Ridge both these officers were 
desperately wounded. O'Meara died and 
Stuart became Colonel of the regiment. He 
was a closely intimate friend of General 
Logan. Now, in his old age, Colonel Stuart 
performs the duties of a government gauger, 
and lives in an unpretentious, quiet homé at 
Park Ridge. 

Naturally enough the Colonel ts much in- 
terested in everything connected with the 
dedication of the Logan monument tomor- 
row. The ceremonies recall to him his long 
.a00 friendly associations with the General,

The result, so far as the union 
troops were concerned, must depend upon 
the leadership of Generals Thomas, Mc- 
Pherson, and Logan after General Sher- 
man had given to them the plan of the cam- 
paign and its strategic points.. General Me- 
Pherson fell, and General Logan had to 
take command of the army of the Tennes- 
see. He proved equal to the occasion, and 
on July 22 fought the main fight, drove 
General Johnston and his men back out of 
their fortifications, and compelled them to 


fly. 

‘That was a day no man engaged on 
either side will ever forget. Logan seemed 
to be imbued with a determination to avenge 
the death of General McPherson. I doubt 
whether his equal in battle, as on that oc- 
casion, was ever seen. The fight was rag- 
ing at a furious rate. General Logan 
dashed to the front and galloped along the 
line, waving his hat and cheering the boys 
on to renewed effort. His presence seemed 
to act like an electric battery. -Bullets 
were fiying like hail. - Logan plunged ahead 
of his men into the thickest of the fight. 
He regained all the ground that had been 
lost and recaptured batteries taken by the 
enemy, among them the famous Chi- 
cago- Board of Trade battery, which was 
guarding a deep railroad cut. 

** Logan never took to himself the credit 
of that grand yictory. He always said it 
was due to the men who withstood the on- 
slaughts and did the ..ghting.”’ 

Colonel Stuart told of several little inci- 
dents to illustrate the kindness shown by 
General Logan toward his men. One of 
these had to do directly with the Colonel's 
regiment. 

‘* We had been on the march a long time,” 
he said, “‘ and were in bad shape. My men 
were barefooted, ragged, and starved. We 
came up to where Logan was quartered at 
Big Shanty. I made our condition known to 
him. He at once arranged that we should 
be on duty there three or four days, and in- 
structed General Beckwith, who had charge 
of the commissary stores, to supply our 
needs. It was done.” . 

Colonel Stuart was shot through the body 
at Mission Ridge. He will march tomorrow 
with the veterans of the Army of the Ten- 
nessee,

New York, July 20.—[Spectal.]—The 
formation of a gigantic safemakers’ com- 
bination, which will include every manu- 
facturer in the country, is now under con- 
sideration.

It was adjourned to Aug. 4, whena 
proposition will be made for the reorgani- 
zation of a company, and its consolidation 


into the new corporation, -which will be 
formed to include all of the safemakers.,

CONVICT ‘DR.’ SLATER AS‘ CON’ MAN, 


Mrs. Elizabeth Carr Tells How the 
“ Medium” Got Her $21 and the 
Jary Recommends Prison. 


“Dr.” Henry Slater, a coal black Afro- 
American, was convicted before Judge Gog- 
gin yesterday of obtaining money by means 
of a confidence game. ‘ Dr.” Slater is a 
spiritualistic medium, clairvoyant, and 
spook manipulator.

* Chicago was tho first city to appeal to the 
government to protect its harbor as a nav- 
igable waterway, and it was a great inno- 
yation for lake cities. Now even the city 
‘must take its plans for all matters concern- 
ing the river to the War department and 
have permission granted before any work is 
done at all. 

“The welfare of Chicago River has ceased 
to be a matter of concern to the marine in- 
terest only. The marine interest cares very 
littie whether Chicago River is navigable 
or not. It is a.matter of indifference to the 
yessel-owner whether his boat goes to Chi- 
cago River, South Chicago, Milwaukee, or 
Duluth. His boat is in the gegeral trade, 


and it goes where a cargo isoffered. The. 


cargo is not brought to the boat. Solongas 
there is a demand for tonnage he sends his 
boat in that direction and cares not at what 
port it loads and unloads. The grain that 
flows from Chicago elevators he knows will 
be shipped by lake, and of the two the owner 
of a large craft would prefer to send his 
boat to South Chicago, as it would encounter 
less delay there. The owners of the smaller 
boata of the lake fieet, steamers that were 


built to draw sixteen feet of water and no 
more, will hardly welcome the deepening of 


Chicago River or the lowering of tunnels.

making constant improvements in existing 
works. | 

“It behooves Chicago to see its river en- 
larged and deepened so that as a harbor it 
stands second to none on the lakes and can 
accommodate the largest ship that floats on 
fresh water. Just how large that ship will 
be no one can conjecture. But as it now 
stands the harbor is far behind the times, 
and corresponds with what Chicago necded 
many years ago.”’ 

Rearing on Drainage Canal. 

*“ All this movement for the deepening and 
widening of Chicago River of course has a 
direct interest to the drainage canal plans,”’ 
said Isham Randolph, chief engineer of the 
drainage canal. ‘“‘ Our work in deepening 
the South Branch of the river is already con- 
tracted for, and will begin in a short time. 
But the lowering of the tunnels has perhaps 
the most direct connection for us, as on the 
depth of water over them depends the flow 
of water down the South Branch. At La 
Salle street the tunnel does not make so 
much difference, as the river is wide enough 
there for all our purposes. But over Wash- 
ington and Van Buren street tunnels the 
flow is restricted, and it will add materially 
for us to have an increased depth in these 
places. 

“Concerning the current in the river I 
wish to say that it will not interfere with 
the navigation of the South Branch so far as 
I can forebee. There are many streams 
with a current of over three miles that are 
now being used by vessels, and as we pro- 
pose to only have a current of one and one- 
quarter miles in Chicago River I do not see 
how it will stop craft from going against it. 
There really must be as much water as this 
run through the river in order to dilute the 
sewage according to the laws under which 
we are working. The people in the valiey 


towns expect it, and will insist on it. We 


cannot but do as we are required by law, and 
I hardly think it will cause any trouble for 
the vessels.”’ 

Commissioner Eckhart was also of the 
Same opinion as Mr. Randolph, and spoke at 
length on the river as the inlet for the drain- 
age canal. __.. 

Major Marshall as Guide. 

«The task of explaining the intricate curves 
of Chicago River devolved on Major Mar- 
shall, who was really the host of the occa- 
sion. It fell to his lot to show his superior 
the condition of the stream, and he made 
elaborate plans for doing so. From charts 
in the engineer's office he had made a large 
collection of prints, showing the channel 
in all the narrow and obstructed parts. The 
scale was quite large.

that this is very expensive, for when it is 


known that the govrenment wants to buy 
any. such property it immediately goes up 
in value in a way to make glad the heart 
of any real estate agent. In fact, I think 
it would be much cheaper to remodel the 
bridges than,to cut away the docks. That 
is also the best way of doing it, as the prob- 
lem of big boats lying at the docks and 


“ The le now vitally interested in the 
Ssroteunaatt of the harbor are the railroad 
men, owners of elevators, shippers, and oth- 
ers who have built up a business on the banks 
of Chicago River and cannot move it to the 
Calumet without great loss. 

“The situation has taken on a broader 
scope than a vesselman’s fight for a com- 
modious harbor for his craft. The craft can 
find as big a harbor elsewhere as it needs, 
but the shipper is concerned in bringing the 
craft to him. BWspecially is this true with 
the advent of huge carriers, for large car- 
riers mean low freight rates, and the Chi- 
cago shipper cannot exist without receiving 
equal advantages in this respect as the com- 


blocking bridge draws is done away with 
when the draw is placed in the center of the 
river, as it is in all new bridges.” 

Mayor Sees the Needs. 

Mayor Harrison took his first trip over the 
river since he entered office. 

“There is certainly great need for im- 
provement,’’ he said at the close of the trip. 
‘* Perhaps the people ‘do not realize how im- 
portant it is that the improvements should 
be made. These government officers have 
been here for years, and they know how im- 
portant it is that the river should be 
straightened and widened in many places, 
and that its depth should be increased. Of 


petitors from other cities enjoy. The rail- 
roads have extensive docks along the river 
front, with large warehouses, and have con- 


structed their terminals with a view to the

General Wilson as a Prophet. 

“If Chicago grows as much in the next 
twenty years as it has in the last twenty,”’ 
said General Wilson, as the Viola steamed 
Gown the North Branch again late in the 
afternoon, “ it will rival the City of London 
in greatness.

“Why, only a few years ago the people 
here wanted permanent bridges built over 
They raised a great ‘ holler’ 
over it because they couldn't get them. If 
those bridges had been built we wouldn’t 
have any commerce now. We ought to have 
the river in both branches filled with vessels 
all the time. Vessels should be moving in 
and out constantly. They ought to be en- 
couraged to come here instead of being 
driven away. The river should be made so 
deep that the heaviest vessels could enter. 
It ought to be improved so that no more 
changes would be necessary for the next 
fifty years. 
‘I can’t see what the city could have to 
do with the improvement. The government 
assumes the control of the river. The city 
has never had anything to do with it, and it 
seems to me the government should do the 
work. Of course, if any citizens’ movement 
were started here looking to action by Con- 
gress I would give it any assistance I could. 
But I think the government’s officials should 
know enough of the situation to see that the 


improvements are really necessary.

MORE SHIPS TO ALASKA. 


TRANSPORTATION COMPANIES HAS- 
TEN TO MEET THE DEMAND. 


Six Additional Vessels Will Carry 
Gold Seekers to the New Fields— 
Returning Miners Advise All to 
Carry Provisions for at Least a 
Year — Sole Representative of Law 
in the Klondyke Is the Gold Com- 


missioner. 


Seattle, Wash., July 20.—[Special.J]—The 
prediction is made that within a month 
20,000 men will have swarmed into Seattle 
ready to take any boat that will take them 
toward the Klondyke. Transportation com- 
panies are wideawake to the demands of 
travelers, and no less than six additional 
vessels will be put on the Dyea routc at

once, 


The Canadian Pacific announces the sail- 
ing from Victoria, B. C., of the big passenger 
steamer Islander direct for Dyea and 
Skagna Bay. The Puget Sound and Alaska 
Steamship company, with headquarters 
here, will send the City of Kingston and 
the City of Seattle. It is understood that 
the Northern Pacific will put two vessels 
on the route. The Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company will probably send the Willa- 
mette, and it is not improbable that the 
side wheelers Olympian and Victoria. both 
of which are tied up at Portland, will en- 
ter the service. In a short time the George 
W. Elder will leave Portland for the north, 
coaling at Seattle on the way. 

In the apinion of Yukoners no advice 
should be so constantly urged upon pros- 
pectors as that which would induce each 
man to take his own provisions and cnough 
to last at least a year. That means at least 
a ton to the man. When food grows scarce 
the company stores at the mines and in the 
cities are said to raise their prices. Many of 
the miners had hard work to keep from 
starving last year. 

The Klondyke is in the Northwest Terri- 
tory. The sole representative of the law 
in the camp is the Canadian gold commis- 
sioner and a few mounted police. The 
powers of the gold commissioner as far as 
regards miners’ disputes are plenary. From 
his decisions there is no appeal. The result 
is that all disputes over the location of 
claims are settled offhand and at once. 

He simply calls all the parties to the dis- 
pute before him, examines them himself 
orally, with such additional testimony as 
they have to offer, and forthwith renders his 
decision. The whole matter may occupy 
from half an hour to half a day and properly 
rights to the value of a million dollars have 
been settled in this manner. 


TO BUILD RAILWAY T0 THE KLONDYKE 


Delaware People Obtain a Grant and 
Expect to Complete a Line 
in Two Years. 


Wilmington, Del., July 20.—[Special.—The 
Yukon Mining, Trading, and Transportation 
company, which was formed here last year 
and which is just completing final arrange- 
ments for operations in the Yukon district, 
will shortly put into effect a plan which will 


solve the vexatious problem of shortage of 


supplies in the Klondyke and other mining 
camps in the Yukon territory. 

In 1896 P. I. Packard of Portland, Ore., 
who is interested in the company, went to 
the Yukon district to locate a route from the 
coast to Teslin Lake, the head of the naviga- 
ble waters of thé Yukon, upon which a rail- 
way could be built. , 

With the aid of Indians he located the 
pass leading direct from Taku Inlet on the 
Alaska coast to Teslin Lake. This pass he 
learned was then known only to five white 
men. In October of last year he returned 
and made his report to the company, and ir-- 
mediately it applied for churters in West 
Virginia, British Columbia, and Canada, all 
of which were granted last spring. As an 
encouragement to the enterprise British 
Columbia made the company 4 grant of 
5,120 acres of land to the mile of railway 
to be bullt, in all 650,000 acres. . 

In an interview tonight Mr. Packard, who 
is here completing arrangements for the 
beginning of operations, said that the road 
will be a great boon to miners, as it will 
reduce the cost of their supplies and remove 
the present dangerous delays to their trans- 
portation up the Yukon River. 

It will be 150 miles long and will connect 
at Taku Inlet with steamers from San Fran- 
cisco and Puget points.. The road and its 


-connecting steamers, Mr. Packard said, will 


land a miner and supplies at Klondyke in 
five days from Taku Inlet or Juneau. The 
present route by way of St. Michael's Island 
consumed thirty days under favorable con- 
ditions. The connecting steamers will win- 
ter at Teslin Lake and when the ice breaks 
in the spring will go down the river safely 
with it and return to the lake thirty days 
before a steamer from St. Michael's Island 
can. 

Mr. Packard will leave here on Friday tn 
company with a civil engineer for Seattle, 
where he will be joined by a survey party 

The syndicate back of the enterprise has a 
capitalization of $3,000,000. The road will 
be completed in two years. Charles F. 
Hutchins, Superintendent of the Wilmington 
City: railway, is President of the company. 
Preston Lea, President of the Equitable 
Guarantee and Trust company of this city, 
and Willard Sauisbury, Vice President of the 
Wilmington City railway company, as well 
as several New York capitalists, are heavily 
interested in the enterprise. | 


NAVAL OFFICER CONFIRMS REPO 


Captain Tuttle Writes from St. Mi- 
chaels Telling of the’ Fabulous 
Finds in the Gold Fields. 


New York, July 20.—[Special.]—One of the 


most significant utterances in corroboration 
of the stories of immense gold finds in the 
Northwest territory is found in a letter re- 
ceived in this city today from Captain Fran- 
cis Tuttle, commander of the reyenue cut- 
ter Bear, who was at the time of writing at 
St. Michaels, on the Yukon River.’ The jet- 
ter was mailed July 1. Captain Tuttle says: 

“The days of '49 in California are a mere 
side show compared with the excitement in 
the Yukon country. Imagine my astonish- 
ment on reaching here yesterday to run 
across a man who, last September, was dis- 
charged as a deck hand from a steamer on 
Puget Sound. The fellow made his way 
into Alaska, worked seven months on the 
Klondyke, and has now reached §8t. Michaels 
with $150,000 in gold. I could haridly believe 
my senses, but there was his gold sure 
enough. 

“ As I write St. Michaels is full of miners 


awaiting an opportunity to get down to 


Puget Sound and to California. Nearly 
every other man of them has $50,000 worth 
of dust, and there is not a man here with less 
than $15,000. The latter are referred to as 
“poor fellows who have been hard hit 
ep = luck, and it seems to be real sym- 
pathy that the more fortunate 

for these $15,000 fellows. — 

* The deck hand, with his $150,000, had the 
largest amount of gold of any one in the 
crowd. The whole business is almost imn- 
credible, yet one must believe what he sees.”” 

Captain Tuttle adds that he cannot afford 
to lay long in St. Michaels or his whole crew 
will become daft, and he continues: 

*“*I almost feel as if I would like to go up 
the river myself, and I certainly would do 
so were I twenty years younger.’ 

The thermometer at St. Michaels regis- 
tered 87 degrees at the time Captain Tuttle 
penned his letter. | 


HANKINS ORGANIZES INDIANA PARTY. 


Former Chicagoan ‘Plans to Lead a 
Company from Valparaiso to 
the Kiondyke, 


Valparaiso, Ind., July 20.—[{Special.J]—A 
party of young men of this and Lake County 
will leave in about twenty days for the 
Alaska gold fields. Al Hankins, formerly a 
well-known sport of Chicago, will head the 
expedition and now has twenty-three re- 
cruits who have signed the agreement. 
Hankins said today he would buy or charter 
a vessel at San Francisco to take his party 
and will take along provisions for a year’s 
stay. Friends there have verified the re- 
ports sent out of the immense amount of gold 
being taken by those already in the field. 

Boston, Mass., July 20.—[Special.]—A big 
map of Alaska, with the situation of the 
Klondyke gold fields indicated by a red 
cross, on a Washington street railfoad 
agent’s window has been surrounded by a 
knot of excited men all day, and inquiries 
about the price of tickets and Ways and 
means of reaching the new Eldorado have 
deluged the agents. The gold fever has not 
skipped New England. The Canadian Pa- 
cific sold half a hundred tickets to the coast, 
and the Great Northern agent has started a 
score more of amateur miners west. Half 
of the travelers are sturdy young men from 
the farms of New England, who were anx- 
ious to exchange the hay fork for the pick. 


COLORADO MINERS ARE SUSPICIOUS.

GOLD FEVER PATIENTS SCRAMBLE 
FOR THE KLONDYKE FIELDs. 


Crowds of Excited Argonauts Fill the 
Transportation Offices and Greedily 
Absorb Information About Alaska’s 
El Dorado— Forty-niner ” Smith- 
son and His Wife Will Prospect To- 
gether—Many Parties Forming— 
Trail Stories by an “ Old Timer?’ 


Klondyke fever patients passed a com- 
paratively easy day yesterday, though with 
pulse high and throbbing. Sea voyages were 
prescribed for all the sufferers by their doc- 
tors, who were also engaged in selling tick- 
ets for steamboat and railroad companies. 

The sick wards were in the offices of the big 
Alaska trading companies, and the patients 
at frequent intervals took large homeopathic 
doses of guide books, prospector’s leaflets, 
and big white and green maps of a certain 
region marked large red letters ‘‘ Klon- 
dyke." When the victims of the fever saw 
this they gurgled with joy, but strangely 
enough the fever, instead of abating, in- 
creased, and some of the patients had dif- 
ficulty about drawing deep breaths until 
they had contracted for steamboat tickets. 

It was “‘ Ho, for the Klondyke!” all day 
around Clark and Adams streets, where the 
railroad offices are situated, and in the Old 
Colony Building where the North American 
Trading and Transportation company has 
its offices, 


Take Lessons in Prospecting. 
Eager argonauts went prospecting around 
the offices, and mined guide books and maps. 
They blasted out chunks of information from 
every lead of intelligence they éould strike. 
The pockets of the railroad were especially 
a in tracts about how to reach the Klon- 
e. 
There were the same eager crowds around 


the offices that there were the day before, 


only more of them. The North American 
company was obliged to open up a Klondyke 
Intelligence company, which was entirely 
given up tothe argonauts. It was filled with 
eager visitors all day, who besieged the man 
in charge with all sérts of questions from 
the value of the gold that a man could carry 
away in a trunk to the time it would také to 
‘ride a bicycle through the Chilcoot Pass. 

Many of the callers wanted to engage in 
business enterprises. Two young men had 
aspirations towards starting the first drug 
store in the Klondyke, and some others 
wanted to start a dry goods store. The com- 
pany’s agent pointed out that the Klondyke 
had about as much need at present fora dry 
goods store as a polar bear had for a horse- 
less carriage, and the young men decided to 
take up some other enterprise. 

Smithson and Wife Will Go. 

Emanuel Smithson, gray-haired and gray 
bearded, but erect and hardy, was one of the 
men who went to the North American com- 
pany’s offices and declared he wanted to go 
to Alaska in the next ship. 

Mr. Smithson was a “ forty-niner,” and 
now he is ambitious to be a “ ninety-seven- 
er.”” He went out to California at the first 
news of the discovéry of gold there, and 
“ made his pile."’ But he wants to go again, 
and this time he wil not go alone. Mrs. 
Smithson will go with him. She is as brave 
as her husband, and the stories of arctic pri- 
vations have no terrors for her. She and 
her husband live near Elmhurst on a farm 
which they are preparing to deed to their 
children when they go away. 

John G. Roland, 952 North Halsted street, 
bought a ticket to Alaska three years ago, 
but never used it. C. N. Souther of the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, who sold him the first 
ticket, sold him another yesterday, and this 
one Roland says he will use. 

Roland is organizing a party which ex- 
pects to sail on Aug. 20. F. J. Milligan, an 
assayer, also engaged tickets for a party yes- 
terday, and expects to leave tomorrow. 

F’. R. Gustin of the Alaska Gold Mining and 
Trading company, ¥1 Dearborn, 1s equipping 
several parties for the gold fields. Through 
a letter from one of his prospectors, J. P. 
Light, who went to the Klondyke by the 
overland route in June, some idea of the 
perils of the trip can be obtained. 

By One Who “ Has Been There.” 

Mr. Light says: 

“On leaving Dyea we had all kinds of 
weather. We used our sleighs for two miles, 
with wheels on them. Then for six miles we 
used a boat, lowering it with ropes; but the 
rocks and rapids were bad and we had to 
wade in ice water to our waists for five days. 
Twice the boat filled with water and went to 
the bottom; twice we caught flour, sugar, 
and clothing as it would come to the top and 
then float away. Once my little sheet iron 
stove went down stream, one-half mile, 
dashing over the rocks. : 

*“* From the mouth of the Cafion to Pleasant 
Camp we had to take the summer trail, as 
the ice had gone out of the cafion. This 
was a hard trip up the sides of the moun- 
tains and in snow, mud, and slush to your 
boot tops. From Pleasant Camp to Sheep 
Camp the trail was*better; from Sheep Camp 
to Stove House we came to deep snow, and 
from Stove House to the Summit, soft snow. 


Hoist Ten Tons of Supplies. 

“From the foot of the Summit to the top 
we put ten tons of provisions up in one day, 
or twenty-seven hours, without sleep. We 
had 1,400 feet of rope and block and cable 
of our own. We put a stove right on top of 
the summit, and had tea, coffee, beans, 
bread, and bacon.

If I had 
brought ten oxen I could haVe made $3,000 
in the last four weeks, packing, besides 
bringing my own stuff, and could kill them 
‘Tight here and get $1.50 a pound for the 
meat.”’

YALE MAY NOT GET THE BEQUEST. 


William Lampson’s Legacy, Amount- 
ing to Nearly a Million, Involved 
In Litigation. 


Batavia, N. Y., July 20.—The beginning 
of a litigation, in which Yale University 
is interested to the extent of $750,000, was 
marked in the Surrogate’s court in Batavia 
today when objections were filed to the 
probate over the. will of William Lampson, 
late of LeRoy, Genesee County, who left 
the bulk of his estate to Yale. 

The chief contestant is Mrs. Laura Anna 
Brooks of St. Paul, the wife of a retired 
Methodist minister and an aunt of Mr, 
Lampson. It is claimed that the bequests 
to Yale are null and void “ for the reason 
that the alleged corporation is a literary or 
scientific institution, and the said bequest 
is contained in an alleged will executed less 
than two months prior to decease of tho 
said William Lampson, contrary to the 
statute governing such bequests.”’ 

It is also asserted that the Yale bequests 
are of no effect because they “ exceed the 
amount. which such corporations are. au- 
thorized to take and receive by the last 
will and testament by the laws of the State 
from any one individual.”

When yesterday ‘the future 
of the miners was bright with hope, today 
the skies have become clouded and the 
miners are forced to face the prospect of a

Almost Admits Failure. 
In conclusion Mr. Debs spoke in the fol- 


Jowing bitter strain: 


“It is preposterous to hope to win this 
strike without West Virginia. There are 
only two ways to reach this end—either 
‘bring out the miners or the railroad men. 

‘If I had been managing the strike I 
would have first organized the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad men, whfch road enters 
the Fairmont district. But no steps of this 
kind have been taken. 

“West Virginia produces enough coal to 
provide for the whole of America. Each day 
the Baltimore and Ohio is taking 600 cars 
out of Fairmont, and could take as many 
more if necessary. It ought to be plain to 
every one that this output should be stopped. 
It can never be stopped as things are going 
at present. There should be an organizer at 
every mine, and he should stay with the 
mon night and day. 

“* So, you see I recognize the despair in the 
situation. I do not. want to discourage this 
gteat movement, for the uprising of this 
much-suffering class of toilers; but the con- 
ditions must be taken as they exist. 

** Caslett of Indiana is going home because 
of his shabby treatment. While lam willing 
to stop at a dollar per day hotel, } will not 
accept the stigma of being a party to the 
failure of this strike unless my work is 
Bympathized with. We organizers are sent 
into this field without the power to organize.

The buyers here declare that the 
ilroad company is gobbling up all the coal 
can get, and that it would be useless to 
pend cars outofhere. They say the railroad 
company will only pay the price paid by 
the buyers at the mines, and that all the 
expenses are a complete loss.

afloat to prevent a settlement of the strike 
either by arbitration or otherwise, until 
as late as Sept. 1, if possible. 

The strike is far from settlement,’ said 


. the operator, ‘‘ and it is not the fault of the 


strikers. The strike leaders are firm in 
their demands, but if the bulk of the opera- 
tors would meet them half way the trouble 
would be short-lived. 

** The operators who are in on the deal with 
a few big dealers do not want an immediate 
resumption of work, because prices are 
Still too low to suit them. 

“They propose to ferce the shortage of 
coal and consequent high prices, and then, 
if possible, to keep the price up near the 
$4-mark all winter, if it can be done. 

“A secret conference was held in this 
city recently and a plan of action agreed 
upon, which, it is believed, will result in 
prolonging the strike. That was the first 
object of thé meeting. 

Coming Secret Conference. 

‘* A second conference will be held in Pitts- 
burg the last of this week, when the oper- 
ators will gather there for the ostensible 
purpose of talking arbitration with 
strike leaders. 

‘Some of the men who are apparently 
anxious to effect a settlement of the trouble 
are in reality the ringleaders in the secret 
move to prolong it. If the names of the men 
who are in the deal were made public it 
would create a national sensation.”’ 

‘When asked about the story yesterday W. 
P. Rend Said he had heard hints of sucha 
scheme, but he knew nothing of it person- 
ally, and preferred not to be quoted on the 
subject. 

Mr. Rend is going to Pittsburg today to 
attend the arbitration conference, but he 
says he has little hope that anything definite 
will develop from the meeting. . 

fhe situation in Illinois is reported by the 
operators to be growjng more complicated 
daily. The miners are gaining in humbers 
and confidence, and there are rumors of 
trouble breeding between the strikers and 
the few men who are still at work. Private 
advices indicate much apprehension on the 
part of the operators. 

Tanner on the Situation. 

Governor Tanner discussed the coal situ- 
ation freely upon his arrival in Chicago yes- 
terday afternoon. He expressed sympathy 
with the miners who,, he said, were notori- 
ously ill-paid and commended their peaceful 
conduct. 

*T am inclined to think they will not suc- 
ceed,’’ he said. ‘‘ They tailed in their last 
strike, and while conditions seem somewhat 
more favorable for them now, yet I hardiy 
think they will win. 

“ They certainly are entitled to sympathy 
and as long as they keep within the law 
will deserve and have the support of the 
public. I certainly am greatly pleased at 
the manner in which they have conducted 

‘themselves, and desire to congratulate 
them.’ Of course, I will not permit any 
violence or destruction of property, but 
just now there seems little to fear in this di- 
rection.

STRIKE IS GAINING IN PENNSYLVANIA, 


Three Hundred Men Quit Work in the 
Cornelisville Coke Re-. 
gion, 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 20.—[Special.]—The 
first strike of miners in the Connellsville 
coke region occurred today, when 300 dig- 
gers employed at the Hurst, Lynn, and 
Boyd pits, on the Redstone branch of the 
Pittsburg, Virginia, and Charleston railroad, 
refused to go to work. More than half of 
the miners employed at the Allison mines, at 
McGovern, near Cannonsburg, returned to 
work today. A large number of deputies are 
guarding the mine property. All are armed 
with Winchesters, and are prepared to re- 
sist any attempt of the marching strikers, 
who promised to return today and bring the 
men out. 

Everything is quiet at Cannonsburg. The 
Boone and Enterprise mines have closed 
down. Unless there is another march on the 
Allison mine it is thought the other half of 
the force will go to work tomorrow. 

District President .Patrick Dolan of the 
United Mine Workers’ union returned from 


. Columbus tonight. Operators ever since the 


strike began have been asking the miners’ 
officials whether they may start up at the 
69-cent rate. The uniform answer has been 
“No.” Lately the queries have become so 
frequent that officials decided to call a meet- 
ing of the national executive board. The 
latter shirked the responsibility and decided 
to allow the local unions to vote on the mat- 
ter. The polling of the different local unions 
will consume almost six weeks. Meanwhile 
the strike will continue, while from the ex- 
ecutive board will be removed the responsi- 
bility of accepting any settlement.

WORSE YET FOR SCHINTZ. 


ESTIMATE OF LIARILITIES SWELLED 
TO NEARLY $750,000, 


Assets of Perhaps $500,000, Subject to - 


Shrinkage Because of Mortgages 
and Real Estate Depreciation—Suf- 
ferings 6f Poor Germans and Bo- 
hemians and Dues on Trusts—Law- 
yer Says He Acted for the Best and 
His Father Talks. 


The failure of Theodore H. Schihtz, 
lawyer, real estate speculator, and private 
banker, takes on a more serious aspect as it 
is more thoroughly investigated. It is now 
estimated upon such evidence as his books 
and accounts afford that his Mabilities will 
approach $750,000. The assets have an ap- 
proximate value of $500,000, but they consist 
almost wholly of redl estate in the’ west 
and northwest portions of the city, and are 
all heavily incumbered. 

What makes the assignment more dis- 
tressing is that $200,000, at a small estimate, 
represents money obtained from Germans 
and Bohemians of his acquaintance in poor 
or moderate circumstances, who placed 
their savings with him on deposit and re- 
ceived for them either mere receipts, in the 
form of certificates of deposit, or nothing 
more palpable than a verbal promise to pay 
a certain rate of interest. : 

About $50,000, too, is still due on the settle- 
ment of estates now in the Probate Court. 

All day yesterday and until late last night 
clerks, trust officers, and anxious creditors 
crowded Schintz’s elegant offices on the top 
floor at Sl Clark street. Every one was 
éager to learn something of the attorney's 
affairs. But the quest was for the most 
part in vain. 


Books Kept in His Iiead. 

Mr. Schintz had a peculiar method of rely- 
ing upon his memory. to a large extent for 
the record of his transactions; and even 
such books as were kept in his office were 
found to be little better than memoranda. 

Some facts, however, stand out promi- 
nently even now. One of these is that his 
boeks show an indebtedness of something 
over $300,000, There it is also shown that 
money has been received from small de- 
positors in sums between $100 and $5,000 to 
the amount of about $90,000, on which 
* certificates of deposit ’’’ alone were given. 

Beside these amounts there is $27,000,which 
appears due to Charies Eckstcin, adminis- 
trator for the estate of Franz Ertel, con- 
sisting for the most part of real estate mort- 
gages, and $25,000 in cash due to Ernst 
Wederkind, administrator for the estate of 
S. B. Webber. Both estates are now in the 
Probate Court, and Schintz, it is said, ob- 
tained the money from the administrators 
by going upon the administrators’ bonds. 
It is said that there are about 100 more es- 
tates similarly tied up, but the claim is:made 
that Schintz is not indebted to any consid- 
erable extent to them. 


Mass of Scattered Liabilities. 


The liabilities, in addition to these, are 
scattered, and even those who have had the 


most favorable opportunity of looking into 


the man’s affairs are at a loss to classify 
them. It is said, however, upon the best 
authority that there are many more minor 
debts and loans outstanding, which will 
aggregate about $200,000. ‘ 

There ig no denying that both the trust 
officers and Schintz’s attorney, OttoC. Butz, 
take a gloomy view of the present situation. 
This is due to the fact that the assets consist 
wholly of real estate. This might be worth 
$500,000 in a fair market, but at present it 
is mortgaged for fully half of its value, even 
at these figures. 

- “JT have no notion how we shall be able to 
reach a settlement,” said Mr. Butz yester- 
day. ‘‘Inasmuch as the assets consist of 


real estate it will be difficult to realize upon . 


them. I have in view a plan for calling a 
meeting of the creditors at the first con- 
venient moment and making them a proposi- 
tion that they each take a portion of the 
property in settlement of their claims. If 
200 and more lots will sell at not more than 
half of their value under present conditions 
that would seem ‘to be the best way out of 


Dadley Says It’s a Task. 

Peter Dudley, the trust officer representing 
the Security Title and Trust company, as- 
signee, admits that the progress is slow in 
arriving at even a passable idea of the con- 
dition of Mr. Schintz’s affairs. After spend- 
ing a good portion of the day over such rec- 
ords and books as the office affords he said 


that the liabilities would probably exceed 


$300,000, in addition to $250,000 of incum- 
brances on the real estate. Included in this 
estimate of liabilities was $90,000 which had 
been “ received on deposit ’’ from numerous 
persons in the northwestern portion of the 
city. 

Mr. Schintz’s business was of such a pecul- 
iar nature many people have: been puzzled 
to account for the manner in which he has 
become so deeply involved. In a limited 
circle it was known that he had most elab- 
orately equipped offices, and that it had cost 
him something like $9,000 to fit them up not 
long ago. But this may have been essential 
in his business, for he was counted little 
less than a Solomon all over the Bohemian 
quarter. 

Father’s View of the Case. 

Theodore Schintz, the veteran attorney 
and real estate dealer, who is Mr. Schintz’s 
father, is free to admit that his cautious 
methods were not followed as he could have 
wished by his son. Since 1881 the latter has 
been in business for himself. Commenting 
yesterday upon his son’s failure the father 
said: 

“TI have never known anything at all of 
my con's business, not at least for about ten 
years. Then there was a slight estrang 
ment, but even when that was passed w 
said nothing about business affairs, and he 
never asked my assistance. 

suppose.that my son's greatest trouble 
arose from his dealings with Henry Sweet, 
which were terminated in 1891 with a law- 
suit that left him a vast amount of property, 
in fact, all those lots in the Northwestern 
part of the city. The slump since the 
World’s Fair year came heavily upon him, 
and he has found it hard to keep up the 
necessary outlay and to pay interest on the 
mortgages. Little by little the burden be- 
came too heavy for him.”’ 

It is thought that this is the secret of Mr. 
Schintz’s embarrassment. To tide over tem- 


porary stringency he had been induced to. 


accept money wherever he could obtain it. 
But it is said he has not laid himself liable 
to criminal prosecution. ‘ 

How Schintz Takes It. 

Mr. Schintz, when seen yesterday after- 
noon, looked troubled, though he made an 
effort to appear cheerful. To all callers at 
his home, 1054 West Superior street, he ex- 
pressed his belief that his tangled business 
affairs would be straightened out in a rea- 
sonably short time. He sat on the front 
steps of his residence during the greater part 
of the afternoon, one or two members of his 
family being constantly with him. 

Also present was Detective Kinder of the 
East Chicago Avenue Station. This officer’s 
duty is to see that creditors of Schintz do 
not lose their temper and do him bodily in- 

ury. | 

“ All that I can say is that I took the best 
course possible under the circumstances,”’ 
said Schintz. “‘ Existing financial conditions 


are responsible for the assignment, and I .

PAST BICYCLE RIDING I$ TO BLAME. 


Charles W. Wakefield's Death and 
Lawson's Iltness Commented on 
by Medical Specialists. 


The death of Charles W. Wakefield, one of 
Pittsburg’s star road racers, and the proba- 
bly fatal iliness of John Lawson, well known 
to Chicagoans as the “ Terrible Swede,” are 
creating considerable interest among local 
physicians, who hold these to \be cases of the 
fatal consequence of “ scorching.” There 
is a growing notiom that a few more such 
cases will appeal so strongly to the law- 
makers of the country that they will soo 
legislate to prevent it. 

Last June the General Assembly at Spring- 
field passed an act to prevent long continued 
and brutal bicycle riding, which act made it 
a misdemeanor to conduct a race of more 
than twelve consecutive hours’ - riding. 
Specialists in nervous and heart diseases 
claim, however, that this law will have but 
slight beneficial results, for they say dan- 
gerous results aré dadlmost sure to follow 
from excessive use of the wheel for even 
twelve continuous hours. 

A humber of Chicago's medical specialists 
were seen yesterday, and they all agreed in 
the verdict that fast and long-continued 
bicycling was the cause of Wakefleld’s death 
and of the serious iliness of Lawson. 

Heart and Lungs Affected. 

Dr. Lewis J. Mitchell, Registrar of Vital 
Statistics in the City Health department, 
‘*T have no doubt that the excessive 
use of the wheel was the cause of the Pitts- 
burg rider's death. A number of cases have 
come under my personal notice in which 
young men who were habitua] scorchers 
have died suddenly. Investigation in each 
of these cases has shown the victim’s lungs 
and heart to be in terrible condition. The 
majority of these racers are young men who 
have splendid physiques to start with. The 
strain of hard riding will tell sooner or later, 
however, on their hearts and nervous sys- 
tems and death will come suddenly. 

**One of the most serious effects of these 
long, hard rides is the weak condition in 
which they leave the contestants. Some ail- 
ment which would scarcely affect an ordi- 
nary man will tell heavily on these ex- 
hausted riders."’ 

Dr. W. A. Evans of the Columbus Medical 
Laboratory was of the opinion that the sud- 
den death of racers was due to heart 
trouble, brought about by their great phys- 
ical exertions. He said: 

‘*The probability is that all or nearly all 
of these deaths are due tothe heart. The 
heart muscles increase in size and power 
according to the work that it has to do. 
This means that in training, as the leg 
muscles get larger and firmer, the larger and 
‘firmer becomes the heart muscle. The 
trial over all of this extra heart power is 
not used, therefore it ‘atrophies from dis- 
use.’ Some inconsiderable circumstance 
may overstrain these weakened fibers. They 
break. The break may be large enough to see. 
lt is usually microscopic. There may be a 


heart, unusual exhaustion, and then: the 
heart straightens up. If it is more severe 
the heart loses its rhythm and stops entire- 
ly, for the continuation of its work is de- 


The free-labor muscles furnish a fair index 
to the heart muscle. The moral is, ‘ Donot 
build up any more muscle than you tntend 
to keep in use.’”’ 

It Broke Lawson’s Health. 

Dr. Ernest B. Sangree, professor in the 
medical department of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity at Nashville, Tenn., was in the city yes- 
terday. He believed overexertion of any 
description is injurious, and that of exces- 
sive bicycling especially so. . He said that 
he believed Lawson's health was broken by 
his terrible efforts on the track. He said 
turther; 

Overexertion with the bicycle is as harm-. 
ful as overexertion at any other form of ex- 
ercise. The tissues of the body are used up 
more rapidly than they can be reproduced, 
and poisonous waste products are manu- 
factured more rapidly than they can: be 
thrown out of the body. Short races are not 
as dangerous as the road races and the long 
distance races, for although the exertion 
for the moment may be greater, it is not so 
long continued, and therefore the destruc- 
tion is not so great and nature has a better 
chance to restore things to their physiolog- 
ical condition. These races are dangerous 
tor the young, but they Are incomparably 
more dangerous as years increase, and no 
man over 35 ought ever to dream of putting 
himself against the youth of from 20 to 30.” 

Views of Dr. Babcock. | 

Dr. Robert A. Babcock, specialist on 
nervous diseases and heart complaints, 
said he felt confident that bicycle racers 
suffered ill effects from their hard work. 
lie said there was a terrible strain on both 
the nervous system and on the heart. 

‘Dilation of the heart is almost sure to 
follow the extra muscular exertion and the 
increased depth of respiration,” said Dr. 
Babcock. ‘“ In these six day races the heart 
action is increased and the heart is robbed 
of its actual rest, obtained during the pauses 
between its contractions. Again, the riders 
have but little sleep, and that fact has a bad 
effect on the heart. I understand the con- 
testants are insufficiently fed and are often 
administered drugs. Of course these facts 
all tend to weaken the heart and death may 
come suddenly.” 

John Lawson May Not Die. 

Andrew Newborg of 437 La Salle avenue 
received a telegram last evening from 
Arlington, Md., conveying the information 
that John Lawson, commonly known in 
eycling. circles as ‘“‘the Terrible Swede,” 
shows some signs of improvement. While 
he is still unconscious it is the opinion of 
the attending physician that he will live. 
The telegram, which is signed by F. O, 
Fuller, a local race track manager, is brief 
and gives only the most meager information.

VOTE CREDIT FOR THE FRENCH NAYY. 


Deputies Appropriate 7,000,000 Francs 
to Start New Warships and Ks- 
tablish Naval Base. 


Paris, July 20.—The Chamber of Deputies, 
by a vote of 518 against 18, without debate 
and after the government had declared ita 
matter of urgency, adopted the recom- 
mendation of the Budget committee grant- 
ing a credit of 7,400,000 francs to be included 
in the accounts of the current year for com- 
mencing new warships, expediting the re- 
construction of the navy, and establishing 
a naval base at Bizeerta, a fortified seaport 
of Tunis and the most northern town of 
Africa. 

The Chamber of Deputies, by a vote of 516 
to 7, passed the direct taxes bill, for which 
M. Cavaignac on Friday last endeavored to 


the chamber defeated by a vote of 282 to 249. 

The Chamber voted to authorize the es- 
tablishment of a lottery, with prizes ag- 
gregating 8,000,000 francs ($1,600,000), the 
proceeds to be devoted to the relief of the 
sufferers by the recent floods. 

M. Meline, the Prime Minister, read the 
decree terminating the session. 

The Senate by a vote of 217 to 2 adopted 
‘the direct taxes bill, and unanimously 
adopted the naval credit of 7,000,000 francs 
for commencing new warships, hastening 
the reconstruction of the navy and estab- 
lishing a naval base at Bizerta.

M’KINLEY MAY ACT NOW. 


MOVE LOOKING TO THE RELEASE or 
COMPETITOR PRISONERS. 


Senate Passes a Resolution Authoris- 


ing the President to Communicate 
with the Spanish Government and 
Endeavor to Secure the Liberty of 
Ona Melton and His Fellow Pris- 
oners—Circumstances of the Cap- 
ture and the Trial. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—{Special.]— 
Without the formality of a vote the Senate 
today passed the resolution authorizing and 
requesting the President to communicate 


with the Spanish government and endeavor. 


to secure the release of Ona Melton and the 
other prisoners who were taken on the 
schooner Competitor. Thére was no debate 
on the resolution because it was generally 
understood that the President, if he acted 
at all, would have to suggest that the Span- 
ish government release the men as a court- 
esy to a friendly power rather than as 4 
matter of right. 

The schooner Competitor was captured off 
the port of San Cayatano by a Spanish 
launch April 25. It had just landed an expe- 
dition of forty-seven Cuban sympathizers 
fully armed and carrying with them a quan- 
tity of dynamite. There was no doubt what- 
ever of the character of the expedition, and 
the Spanish armor launch was a witness of 
the landing of the boats. All the insurgents 
escaped but Alfredo Laborde, the master of 
the vessel; William Gildea, the mate; and 
Ona Melton, who was a correspondent for a 


-Jacksonville, Fla., paper, were captured by 


the Spanish and brought to Havana. 
Captain Laborde, in an affidavit which he 
prepared in the arsenal at Havana, said that 
he was himself a native of New Orleans. 
He claimed that the schooner Competitor, 
which had a regular wrecking license, 
cleared from the Key West custom-house in 
the proper way and took on board forty- 
seven passengers for Lemon City, Fla., who 
paid a fare of $2 each. When in the neigh- 
borhood of Cape Sable, according to the Cap- 
tain’s story, the passengers took charge of 
the ship, held a pistol to his breast until he 
gave up the command, and then forced him 
to sail to Cuba, where he was captured after 
the expedition was landed. 

Under the circumstance, therefore, it was 
evident that the prisoners, if not captured 
with arms in their hands, had at least par- 
ticipated in a filibustering expedition. The 
story of their having been coerced by their 
passengers into going to Cuba was too thin 
to be seriously pressed by the American 
authorities. All that could be done by Con- 
sul General Williams was to demand that 
the men should be properly treated, supplied 
with counsel, and given an opportunity to 
defend themselves. 
Spaniards tried the men by a summary 
court-martial and sentenced them to death. 
As the result of representations by Secretary 
Olney at Madrid the sentence was suspended 
and the prisoners remanded for another 
trial. 

It was intimated some weeks ago that the 
Spanish government would set free Melton 


“and his associates if President McKinley 


would make a request for their complete 
pardon, thereby admitting that they had 
been guilty of deserved punishment. The 
action of the Senate this afternoon will, it 
is believed, lead to immediate steps being 
taken by the State department to secure the 
release of the men and these steps are likely 
to be successful. 


CARLISTS PREPARE TO TAKE A HAND. 


Arms Are Ordered So aa to Be Prepared 
to Act if Spanish Discontent 
Develops. 


London, July 20.—A special dispatch from 
Madrid, referring to the revival of Carlism, 
says: “‘Large quantities of supplies are 
stored on the French border and large con- 
signments of arms have been ordered in Ger- 
many and in Belgium. While nobody thinks 
that the Carlists will openly rebel in the pres- 
ent circumstances, if popular discontent over 
the mismanagement of the Cuban campaign 
and the subserviency of the government of 
the United States spreads and develops riots, 
‘as it is quite likely to do, then Don Carlos 
may try his luck again.”’ 

Madrid, July 20.—Sefior Moret y Prender- 
gast, the Liberal leader and former Minis- 
ter, delivered a brilliant speech at Saragossa 
last night on the Cuban question. 

He violently attacked the policy of the 
government, especially its methods of cam- 
paigning in Cuba, and declared that autono- 
my must be proclaimed. 


‘* Autonomy,” he said, for Cuba is as 


much a necessity of Spain as of Cuba.”’ 

He dwelt impressively upon the dangers to 
which monarchy is exposed if it does not 
obey publit opinion. 

New York, July 20.—Among the passengers 
who arrived in this city by the steamship 
Gascogne from Havre were Antonio Bravo, 
a Cuban provincial deputy, and Leandro G. 
Alsorts, editor of La Paz, a Madrid newspa- 
per. Both men were political prisoners in 


Spain and together they escaped to France, |

Sefior Bravo, speaking about public opin- 


-ion in Spain regarding the Cuban war, said: 


“The mass of the Spanish people are dis- 
gusted with the outlook in Cuba. They be- 
gin to realize the uselessness of prclonging 
a war which has cost the Spanish nation 
50,000 men and over $200,000,000. Public men 
in Spain begin to voice the popular senti- 
ment. Pi Margalil, the venerable leader of 
the Republicans, and Francisco Silvela, the 
leader of the Conservatives, were frantic- 
ally applauded in recent meetings when they 
pointed to the advisability of letting Cuba 
go. Those who have contributed a large 
share of blood and cash in the present strug- 
gle long for a conflict with the United States 
in the hope that it would afford Spain an op-

Mormon City Observes the Day with 
Fitting Ceremonies Witnessed 
by Many Visitors.

THE TARIFF AND THE REVENUES, 

The report of the conference committee 
has been concurred in by the House, It 
received the votes of 180 Republicans and 
five Democrats, three of them from Louisi- 
ana and two from ‘Sxas. There voted 
against it 106 Democrats and twelve Popu- 
lists. When the Senate will concur in the 
report and allow the tariff question to be 
settied is uncertain, but there cannot be a 
delay of more than a-week.

LOGAN AT ATLANTA. 

The date chosen for the “ceremonies 
attending the dedication of the Logan 
statue in this vity tomorrow-is eminently 
appropriate, marking, as it does, the an- 
niversary of one of the most important 
battles of the war for the preservation 
of the union as well as one in which Geucral 
Logun rendered most important service to 
his country. There are few prouder pages 
in our national history than that which 
tells the story of the advance upon Atiruta 
in July, 1864, followed a few days after * 
by the faH of the rebel stronghoid of the 
central South, and finally opening the way 
for Sherman’s victorious “ March to the 
Sea.” 

The leading military event of Legan’s 
career was his winning of the battle of 
Peach Tree Creek near Atlanta. July 22, 
1864. What might have been a bad defeat 
was changed into a brilliant victory which 
speedily resulted in the capture of At- 
lanta, General MePherson—the ablest 
officer in the army next to. Sherman, per- 
haps—had just been killed on the skirmish 
line, and General Gresham had just fallen 
desperately wounded, and the rebels were 
making a sweeping charge on Logan's army 
corps, when he seized a flag and, riding 
ut the head of the corps, inspired his force 
to make a counter charge on the Con- 
federatee which hurled them into rout und 
retreat end won the battle. Phil Sheridan 
never did any thing more gallant ov tat 
resulted more beneficially to the cause. 

In these events General Logan was 
a most conspicuous actor. Succeeding to 
the command of the Army of the ‘Ten- 
nesaee on the fall of the gallant McPherson, 
he led it to a victory which finally opened 
the guteway to the sea and cut the Con- 
federacy intwain. The consequengecs of this 
act were only less important than the events 
transpiring about Richmond under the eye 
of General Grant a few months later. In 
fact, they had an important bearing upon 
each other, and the one could be only com- 
pletely snecessful with the aid of the other. 

There are many who believe that General 
Logan should have been permitted to re; 
tain cOmmand of the army which he led so 
successfully on that critical day.. Badeau; 
in his * Military History of U. 8. Grant,” 
speaking of this occasion, says: “ Logan, in 
virtue of rank, should have succeeded 
McPherson.” . That he did not wax due, ae- 
cording to the acknowledgment ef General 
Sherman (who was in general command), to 
the fact that he was a volunteer soldier and 
net of the regular army. Many believed 
this decision unjust to one who had proved 
his courage and military skill on every field 
in which he had met the enemy. And yet 
this decisicn made no difference in the. 
future conduct of General Logan. Badeau, 
from whom we have already quoted, in the | 
sime connection says, Logan “ remained in 
the field and won great distinction after- 
wards; though none greater than that ac- 
quired by this display of unselfish 
patriotism.” Similar in character was the 
magnanimous self-denial which he dis 
played when, provided with orders authoriz- 
ing him to supersede General Thomas, he 
withheld them when he learned of the 
victory of the latter over Hood at Nash- 
ville in December, 1864. 

Whatever justification—or want of it— 


action following the victory won under 
the reputation of the latter as a soldier 
never suffered from it nor did he abate one 
jot in his zeal for the cause of the union. 
And herein lies his highest honor. His 
name and fame, coupled as they will be 
through history with one of the most bril- 
liant exploits of the war, need no vindica- 
tion, as the ceremonies in his honor will 
abundantly show.

THE SUGAR TRUST CONTENTED. 

The Treasury experts may discourse as 
learnedly as they please about “ sugar dif- 
ferentials ” and argue that the sugar trust. 
has no reason to be happy over the sugar 
schedule which is to be adopted. The fact 
remains that the trust is pleased. Were 
that not the case its shares, which were 
selling at 10% when the tariff bill was in- 
troduced, would not have advanced to 142. 

Under the present law all sugar, raw or 
refined, which is the product of a country 
which pays a sugar bounty directly or. in- 
directly must pay an extra duty of a tenth 
of a cent a pound, Notwithstanding that 
duty some German refined sugar has been 
imported. During the first eleven months 
gf.the last fiscal year out of a total of 4,200 
tiillion pounds of sugar imported 167 
million pounds was refined sugar, ‘The 
German refiners were able to compete with 
the trust to a limited extent. 

But under the law which will be tn force 
soon this German refined sugar will have 
to pay rather more than twice the extra 
duty it does now, and it is doubtful whether 
any will be imported. Foreign competition 
will cease utterly. The trust will have 
everything its own way and can mark up 
its prices without fear. uae 

Chairman Dingley admitted that the new 
schedule “gives a slight additional pro- 
tection. to relined sugar” and was kind 
enough at the same time to point out a way 
in which to break down the trust. It is. 
“to establish beat sugar factories in évery 
Congressivnal district in the counfry and 
make,competition. ‘That is the way to clip 
the wings of the trust.” 

This declaration was cheered loudly, but 
is not this wing-clipping business going to 
be a little slow? The higher duties on raw 
sugar will encourage the sugar beet in- 
dustry, but its growth will be slow. Some 
years must elapse before the beet sugar 
factories cai compete seriously with the 
trust—which will buy them up if they do. 

Andin the meanwhile the sugar consumers 
of the country will have to pay tribute to 
the trust. They will not do so any more 
gladly because it has passed into the con- 
trol of the Standard Oil trust. Is there to 
be a consolidation of monopolies and is one 
corporation to monopolize all great in- 
dustries? | 


LOWERING THE TUNNELS. 

The Secretary of War has written 
acknowledging the receipt of the resolutions 
adopted by the River Improvement associa- 
tion, condemning the tunnels as obstruc- 
tions to navigation. The Secretary states 
in his letter that the War department 
cannot order the tunnels ta be lowered. 


the improvement of the river contempiates 
procuring 2 depth of sixteen feet of water 
only. As vessels drawing sixteen feet can 
get over the tunnels, they do not under the 
law constitute an obstruction to navigation, 

The Secretary is unquestionably correct 
in his statement.

they are not worth their salt. When the 
depth has been fixed at twenty feet the 
tunnels will become in law as well as in 
fact an obstruction to navigation and the 
companies can be ordered to lower them, 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS FOR 1897. 

The total value of the domestic exports 
of the United States for the fiseal year whieh 
ended June 30 last was $1,032,098,980, being 
un increase of 16914, millions over the pre- 
ceding year. The value of exports in 1892 
was 1,015 millions, but prices were higher 
then than now, and a better showmg was 
made with a smaller volume of exports. 

The following articles made up over 60 
per cent of last year’s exports: | 


‘To the exports of 1897 should be added 
nearly 62 million dolfars’ worth of silver. 
The imports were 201 millions, but neurly 
all of that’silver came in the form of ores, 
which were refined in this country. ‘The 
exports of foreign merchandise were valucd 
at 19 millions, : | 

The imports for the year amounted to. 
7641-3 millions. Notwithstanding the 
enormous imports of the last four months, 
due to the desire to get goods into the 
country before the higher duties of the new 
tariff take effect, the value of this year’s 
imports is 15 millions less than those of 
the preceding fiscal year. | 

So the excess of exports over imports, 

silver being included, was 329 millions for 
the last fiscal year. For the fiscal year 
1896 it was only 135 millions and for iSV5 
10244 millions. In 1892 it was 215 wil- 
lions. 
For the fiscal year 1896, in spite of the 
favorable balance of trade, the gold ex- 
ports exceeded the imports by 79 millions. 
That was one of the results of the attacks 
of the Bryanites on the monetary system 
of the United States. Last year the gold 
imports exceeded the exports by 44% mil- 
lions. 

As has been stated, the value of impcrts 
for the last fiseal year was 764 1-5 millions. 
In 1890 it was 7891-3 millions, 
in 1891 845 millions, and in 1892 52744 mil- 
lions. In 1893 it was 86644 millions, and

Death of Alexander Thayer. 
. The’ recent death of Alexander Thayer, 
for many years United States Consul at 


Trieste, has been scarcely noticed in dis- , 


patches from abroad or in papers of this 
country, and yet Mr. Thayer was the one 
American who has given to the world one 
of the most masterly and complete bio- 
graphical works ever printed. The deceased 
was born at Natick, Mass., in 1817, and was 
graduated from Harvard in 1843. Having 
special literary attainments he spent. some 
time in the college library after his gradua- 
tfon. tin 1849 he went to Europe, and for 
two years was in Bonn, Berlin, Prague, and 
Vienna perfecting himself in the German 
language and gathering material for a biog- 
raphy of Beethoven,” which he made the 
work of his life. In 1852 he was cdnnected 
with the New York Tribune, but his health 
did not allow of newspaper work. Two 
years later he returned to Germany, still 
intent upon his great task, and worked for 
a year in the Berlin library. Il] health and 
lack of means forced him home again, but 
with the assistance of friends he was able 
to return to Europein 185i”. From that year 
until 18p0 his life was devoted to the Biog- 
raphy. He visited during these thirty years 
Berlin,. London, Paris, Vienna, Gratz, Linz, 
Salsburg, Frankfurt, Bonn, and Weimar, 
worked in all the muséums and libraries, 
and had intimate intercourse with Wegeler, 
Schindler, Hlittenbrenner, Chorley, Neate, 
otter, Hogarth, and other friends of 
Beethoven. In 1862 he was connected with 
the United States Legation at Vienna, 
which post he exchanged for a Consulship 
at ‘Trieste, a position he held for many years. 
During these thirty years he labored con- 
tinuously upon the Biography, and the result 
was a masterpiece worthy to stand by the 
side of Spitta’s Bach” for accuracy, com- 
pleteness, and scholarly research. It pre- 
sents a vast mass of new material, corrects 
innumerable mistakes which had been made 
by previous biographers. It is a veritable 
mine of information and has become the 
standard reference the world over for 
students of Beethoven's life and music. Itis 
an instance of his scholarship that he wrote 
the Biography in German. It is to be re- 
gretted that a cheap and easily accessible 
English edition of this great work is not in 
the market. No musical book is more 
needed. it reflects the highest credit upon 
American scholarship. - 


| Death of Jean Ingclow. 

Dispatches from London bring the sad in- 
telligence of the death of Jean Ingelow, the 
poet, in her . seventy-seventh year. 
She- was born in Ipswich in 1830. 
Though her poems now have  be- 
come old-fashioned she made an _ in- 
stant and widespread reputation when they 
firat appeared and for a long time she was 
classed with Tennyson and Longfellow and 
even compared with Mrs. Browning, who, 
however, occupies a much higher plane of 
thought and feeling. Nearly all her work 
took the romance or ballad form, and-as her 
poems were exquisitely musical she achieved 
great popularity both in England and in this 
country, although the world now has mostly 
forgotten her. Still, in such poems as ‘Songs 
of Seven,” with its fascinating rhythm, the 
‘* High Tide on the Coast of Lincolnshire,” 
‘‘© Fair Dove, O Fond Dove,” there are an

ites with many. Her success in poetry was 
all the more remarkable considering that 
her first book of poems did not appear until 
after she was 33 years of age. At a later 
period she attempted novel writing and

‘* Sarah de Beranger,”’ which had but a short- 


lived popularity, however. They are now 
almost entirely forgotten. Miss Ingelow 
never married, but lived an ideal life with a 
bachelor brother among trees, birds, and 
flowers at Kensington, of which she was 
passionately fond. 


GENERAL PHILIPPE REGIS DE TROBRIAND, 
retired General of the’ United States army, 
whose death occurred at Bayport, L. L, on 
the 15th inst., was a native of France, where 
he was born eighty-one years ago, coming to 
America in his youth. He became prominent 
early in our civil war, entering the service 
as Colonel of the Fifty-fifth New York In- 
fantry in December, 1862, later being trans- 


ferred to the Thirty-eighth. Jan. 5, 1864, he } 


was made Brigadier General of Volunteers, 
and on April 9, 1865, Brevet Major General for 
meritorious services during the campaign 
ending with the surrender of General R. E. 
Lee. In July of 1866 he was appointed 
Colonel in the regular army and was as- 
signed to the Thirty-first Infantry. On 
March 2, 1867, he recetved the rank of Brevet 
Brigadier General for gallant services dur- 
ing the war, and the next year was trans- 
ferred to the Thirteenth Infantry. He re- 
tired from the service in 1879.

INSTRUCTIONS TO SUBSIDIZED ROADS 


Secretary Bliss Gives the First Inti- 
mation of the Policy of the New 
Administration. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—Secretary 
Bliss has issued instructions to the General 
Land Office which will in substance ‘:mit 
the right of bond aided railroads to patents 
for lands sold by the company to bona fide 
purchasers prior to the date of default by 
such companies on the payment: of thei-* 
bonds or interest thereon. These instruc- 
tions are the first formal expression of the 
administration on the subject and outline 
the policy to be pursued towards the roads 
and the innocent purchasers from then, 
and the significant change is in the “ prior 
to date of default’’ restriction. The in- 
structions revoke and are substitutes for 
previous ones issued. | 

The instructions set out that the grant- 
ing act contemplated and authorized the 
disposition by the company of the lands 
earned by it, by the construction of the road, 
and the provisions of section 5 thereof (12 
Statute, 492) while extending the lien of the 
United States on account of the subsidy 
bonds, over all the property of the road, in- 
cluding lands granted, clearly limits any 
forfeiture which may be declared by the 
United States, by reason of a default in the 
redemption or payment of such bonds, to the 
lands which at the time of the default re- 
main in the ownership of that company; 
that is, lands which have not therefore been 


actually sold to purchasers thereof. Con- 


tinuing, Secretary Bliss quotes another en- 
actment in the same line, and defining the 
original one, and then gives the following 
specific directions: 

“You will therefore prepare clear lists 
for my approval, as a basis for patents to be 
issued, of all lands granted to and earned 
by these respective companies where, be- 
fore the time of default herein named, such 
lands have been in good faith and fora 


valuable consideration sold to actual pur-. 


chasers by the railroad company to which 
they accrued. In all instances you will re- 
quire such proof of sale to bona fide pur- 
chasers as you may deem necessary to 
clearly demonstrate the character and time 
of the sale in question, which proof shall be 
attached to and submitted with the lists to 
which it applies, when forwarded for ap- 
proval,”’

SENATE AND THE TARIFF 


DEMOCRATS FIND FAULT WITH THE 
CONFERENCE REPORT. 


Schedules on Lumber, Glass, and Sugar 
Particularly Distasteful to the Op- 
ponents of the Bill—Tillman Threat- 
ens to Delay Action Until Next De- 
cember—Teller Denounces Commit- 
tee for What He Calls Its Surren- 
der to House Conferees. | 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—The tariff 
struggle was removed to the Senate today, 
but there was little evidence of an exciting 
contest when the session opened. Several 
of the Senators who have been absent from 
the city were back again, anticipating that 
every vote might be needed. 

Mr, Allison formally presented the tariff 
conference report, and asked for its con- 
sideration, but at the instance of Mr. Berry 
{[Ark.} gave way for the immediate passage 
of a resolution empowering the President to 
take -steps for the release of Ona Melton 
and other Competitor prisoners. The reso- 
lution passed without comment and by @ 
unanimous vote. 

The conference report was then read in 
detail. When the first clause was read there 
were frequent inquiries by Mr. Jones and 
brief explanations from Mr. Allison, but 
these did not cause material delay. Seven 
pages of the printed report, covering thir- 
ty-eight pages of the bill, were disposed of 
in the first half hour. 

When the item of window glass was 
reached Mr. Jones read a telegram just re- 
ceived from leading window-glass dealers 
of New York, saying the restoration of the 
Dingley rate would place a duty equivalent 
to 140 per cent on this article, which would 
be prohibitory, and would stop all revenue 
from this source, 

Criticise the Lumber Schedule. 

The lumber amendments led to animated 
debate. Mr. Teller and Mr. Vest contended 
that the $2 rate on white pine and the re- 


taliatory clause against Canadian logs in 


effect permitted a double tax. Mr. Teller 
declared that the whole thing was con- 
ceived in the interest of a few mill men of 
Michigan, Minnesota, and Wisconsin, by 
which they would be enabled to raise the 
price of pine $3 to $4 a thousand. 

Mr. Pettigrew [S. D.] severely criticised 
the conference a;endment, making pcr- 
sonal reference to thé Michigan Senators. 
He said the $2 was designed to benefit a few 
men who own what standing pine there isin 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota. . 

The debate was fruitless of result, and the 
reading of the bill: proceeded until the 
amendments to the sugar schedule were 
reached. 

Mr. Vest said this was the storm center of 
the bill, and he asked Mr. Allison if he ap- 
proved the statement made by the House 
conferees that the House differential and 
the general features of the House schedule 
had been preserved. 

Mr. Allison responded with an explanatory 
statement, which was interrupted by fre- 
quent questions. He said the general effect 
of the amendment was as stated by the 
Hovse conferees. The Senate had provided 
1.95 on refined sugars where the House gave 
1.875, making the Senate differential one- 
fifth instead of one-eighth. The House pro- 
vision was now restored, and that differen- 


tial retained. 


Loss to Sugar Trust. 
. Mr. Berry interrupted to ask how much 
less the sugar trust got from the conference 
report that they did from the Senate amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Allen answered that under the schedule 
as modified, taking the point of 100, the dif- 
ferential was 12% cents. Taking 96° sugar 
the sugars above No. 16 Dutch standard, re- 
fined, would receive 1.31 cents per 100 pounds 
more than they would have received under 
the House schedule, and something less than 
under the Senate schedule. 

Mr. Berry complained that this was too 
technical. What he hoped for, he said, was 
a plain answer in the plain English lan- 
guage. Was it true that the House had 
gained a great victory, or was that a fraud 
and pretense? 

Mr. Allison said he did not know what 
claims were being made as to benefits con- 
ferred, but the facts were that 96° sugars 
will have about 1% cents per 100 pounds more 
duty than they would have paid under the 
House bill, and a corresponding less duty

ate bill. The Senate conferees had sought 
to give the largest measure of protection to 
the beet sugar industy, and the rearrange- 
ment of rates had been made with this end 
in view. ‘ 

Mr. Berry asked for less technical informa- 
tion. ‘‘I know of no man Who can give a 
more intelligible answer to a plain question 
than the Senator from Iowa (Allison) if he 
wants to,"’ said Mr. Berry amid laughter, 
“and I know of no man who can muddy the 
waters more than he canif he wantsto.”’ In 
view of the fact that sugar stock had ad- 
vanced many points yesterday it had been 
suspicioned that this supposed victory of the 
House was all a stage play and false, and 
that in fact the trust had secured great- 
er benefits fan in any former schedule. 
Mr. Berry said he wanted to know whether 
this was right. 


Not a Victory for the House. 
There was no response to the query, and 
Mr. Vest continued the criticism on the 
schedule. It was beyond question, he said, 
that the conference amendment was in the 
interest of the trust. There had been much 
beating of drums over the House victory, 


the Speaker of the House was pictured 
eye he Ajax of the House. But, in fact, the 
House had suffered defeat. The House con- 
ferees had come out of the engagement not’ 
only without their arms, but without thei 
baggage. And what added to the sting o 
defeat was that they did not want to kno 
they were beaten.

GREAT INCREASE IN CANAL TONNAGE. 


Engineer in Charge of Work in Wis- 
consin and Michigan Makes Fa- 
vorable Report. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—In the course 
of an exceedingly voluminous report upon 
the twenty-three river and harbor projects 
under his care in Michigan and Wisconsin, 
Captain George A. Zinn of the Engineer 
corps says of the Sturgeon Bay and Lake 
Michigan canal that since the government 
purchased the canal in 1898 the tonnage 
passing through has increased over 50 per 
cent, notwithstanding the commercial de- 
pression. This rapidly increasing commerce 
plainly demonstrates the importance of the 
early completion of the present project for 
widening both the canal and the channel in 
Sturgeon Bay. The channel depth June 80 
last was fifteen feet, about the same as at 
the beginning of the fiscal year.

Serious Accident to Roofers at Work 
on the Chicago and Erie Elevator 
at Fifty-first Street. 


The second serious accident during the 
building of the big Chicago and Erie railway 
elevator at Fifty-first and Wallace streets 
occurred yesterday, when three men fell 
thirty feet from an insecure scaffolding. 
All three were seriously injured and one 
may not recover. They were: 

Bray, John, 45 years old, 3532 Wood street; right 
arm broken and hand fractured; hips crushed 
and injured internally. 

Fietcher, John, 45 years old, 29018 Bonfield nave- 
nue: right side and shoulder crushed; several 
ri broken and severe contusions about the 


head. 

Zehutt, Charles, 42 years old, 3405 Marshfield 
avenue; right leg broken, head badly .cut, and 
severe jnternal injuries; may dle. 

The accident occurred a few minutes be- 
fore the whistles blew for noon. The three 
men are corrugated iron workers, or roofers, 
and had been working all forenoon on the 
scaffold. Their fellow-workmen say the 
men had been warned of the dangerous con- 
dition of the scaffold, and had decided they | 
would fix it at noon. 3 

The scaffolding, which consisted of two 
twelve-inch planks, was eighteen feet long, 
and supported by ropes at the ends. In the 
center the only support was a short piece of 
scantling. which was loosely imbedded in 
the wall.

The injured men were picked up by their 
fellow-laborers and cared for until the 
Stock-Yards police ambulance conveyed 
them to the County Hospital. There the 
attending physician pronounced Zehutt’s re- 
covery doubtful.
